There appears to have been a great 


deal of strife between husband and 
wife and his life was threatened for he 
recently took counsel with friends rela- 
tive to the steps he ought to take to pro- 
tect himself, but concluded that it was 
better to avoid the publicity of the courts. 


As Thurman had not been seen for 


some time on Monday two of his broth' 
ers went to hi» place. They found it de- 
eerted, the doors barred from the inside 
and tho windows nailed up, the fugitives 
evidently having escaped through a 
small hole in the floor in one corner of 
.the kitchen. 
In a cupboard was found a bottla of 


itrychnine, a portion of which had been 
used. 
Wagon tracks led away from the 


house. These were followed and found 
to avoid the main road, passing off 
through tho timber. Tboy were evi- 
dently made in the night time, for they 
passed over small trees and fallen limbs. 
They led to a email stream down which 
they tallowed for about eighty rode, then 
they emerged and took to the Spokane 
road, where all trace was lost.

advocated by Judge Holm an and the 
majority in the loffer house of congretB 
ia Bomething very different from the 
genaine article. Honeet economy is a 
good thing, whether it be practiced by 
the individual or by the country at large 
The sort of economy advocated by recort 
making politicians of the present congress 
which "limits appropriations to the 
actual, necessary running expenses o 
the government," is a spurious article 
which the people will not be alow to re 
ject.

JiGE TERRY'S DEATH 


More Evidence of a Deep 


Laid Conspiracy. 


FIFTY 
THOUSAND 
DOLLARS 


Said to Have Been Offered to Jndee 


FitzfiferaW for Services In the 


Sharon Case* 


The truth about the conspiracy that 


ended in tho death of David 3. Terry by 
tho bullet of an employe of the United 
States supreme court is gradually being 
discovered. 


Fear has prevented many persons 


from telling all that that thoy know 
about the matter, and prudential and po- 
litical reasons have swayed tho minds of 
others to whose ears the murmur of the 
great conspiracy had come. But pieco 
by piece tbe facto are rising to the sur- 
face crimson with the details of one of 
the most damnable and reu.arkable mur- 
ders of tho century. 


TERRY WAS IH TUB WAV. 


It. has been only recently that some 


tangible evidence came to liu;ht regard- 
ing tbe existence of a protracted conspir- 
acy on the part of Judge Terry's legal, 
personal and political enemies to put 
him out of their way. lie was a man 
who could neither be bribed, cajoled nor 
bullied, and his investigations in the 
Sharon case were tending in a direction 
that threatened seriously to compromise 
many wealthy and otherwise prominent 
men. 


The friends of the dead jurist who 


went on the trail of the murderers have 
nevar Blackened in the chase, and cer- 
tain events and discoveries made during 
the past few weeks show that tbe end it 
near at baud. 


Among those who have been assidu- 


ously engaged ever since the fateful day 
at Latbrop in picking up the broken 
threads of evidence here and there is A. 
B. Wagetaff, an old California!! journal- 
ist whose home has been for many years 
in the Sau Joaquin valley. 


Mr. WagBtall has just completed the 


biography of Judgo Terry, and the work 
will be iesued in a few days. Ho spent 
several weeks in Judge Terry's old home 
in Texas gathering fresh facts and work- 
ing up old clues and tho iceult will ap- 
pear hi tbe book. 


Mr. Wagetaff arrived in Fresno yester- 


day morning and was interviewed by .a 
RuruiiLioAN reporter regarding the letter 
recently found in Judgo Terry's house 
in this city, purporting lo have been 
written by an ex- Californian sheriff in 
Dubuque, Ia., aud stating that tho writer 
bad been offered $25,000 aud immunity 
From punishment if he would kill Judge 
Terry. 


A HTAKTMNG IIKVKLAT10N. 


Mr. Wagataff enid: 
"Since arriving in Fresno this morning 


I find that the good people have been 
considerably exercised over certain dio- 
closnros made in handling the effects of 
their late eminent fellow citizen, ot- 
Oliief Justice David B, Terry, and par- 
ticularly concerning a certain letter pur- 
porting to have been wrHcon by a an 
ex-sheriff, who had been offered $25,000 
to kill him. Thoro is no doubt that the 
story is true, as ho is not the only one 
who was approached on that subject.' 


"In Blithering material, tlie author of 


tbe biography was etartled at tbe evi- 
dence which accumulated going to prove 
beyond doubt that, from tho day Judgo 
Terry was retained &s counselor and pro- 
tector of tho plaintiff In tho celebrated 
Uhitron vs. Sharon divorce suit until the 
bullet from thtj pistol in the hands of 
Field's armor-bearer at Lathrop closed 
his ilifllingiitfihed unreer, bin life won in 
dancer and tho assassin was on his truck, 


"it docs uot nppuar conclusively who 


.he promoters of tho scheme were, but 


low holding an honorable position on 
the judicial bench in tho state, as well ;ta 
other incidents which, occurred, and all 
of which will appear In the book, soon 


was a vast amount of money as well as 
vindicLivonees behind the scheme. 
"It is not just known what Naglo re- 


ceived as the successful assassin, but 
hat he was handsomely rewarded there 
B no doubt. Tho details of tho scheme 
nay not have been known by iho author- 
ties at Washington, nor tho object in- 
volved, but that the person was to bo 
protected at the expense ot justice, in 
view of tbo notoriety that hud. attached 
o the reputation of Judge Terry as a 
earloaa and indomitable man, the letters 
>f tho United States attorney general, 
he voice of the press and the action oE tho 
circuit court in refusing an investigation 
and setting the prisoner free.all fully tes- 
tify there was a well arranged program. 


"The history of tho case as presented 


n the biography, attested by document- 
ary evidence, will create a fieneotion, 
>arlicularly as tbe author hna been 
horoughly independent and forcible in 
ireaontiiig both facts and conclusions." 


A $50,000 OFFER. 


Mr. Wagstaff, on being pressed to give 


ho name of the Los Angelas lawyer, said 
hat ho wafl Judgo W. F. Fitzgerald, now 
one of tbo supremo court commission- 
ers of this state. 


"Some time after the murder of .ludge 


'erry," continued Mr. WagstafT, "Judge 
rilzgcrald told mo that shortly after 
udpe Torry had been retained as the 
Sgal advisor find protector of Saiab 
Ainea Sharon, he(Fit/g6rald)Wflfl offered | 
50,000 for his services in the case. At 
bat time a conspiracy was on foot to ab- 
uct and make away with Sarah Althea, 


and Judge Terry, because of his incor- 
uptibility and his fearless character, 
was selected as her protector. 


PLAIN LANGUAGE. 


"Judge Fitzgerald snid to the parties 


wbo had made tho offer: 'Gentlemen, 
'ou are mutakon in your man. It is 
rue that in the course of my life I may 
lave killed a man or two, but I bad to do 
t in self defense. Tho iesuo was forced 
ipon me. I know Judge Terry well and 
I respect and esteem him for hie manly 
Lnd upright character, and I will there- 
ore take no part in the case.' " 


HKKL B. TERRY'S STATEMENT. 


City Attorney Keel B.Terry, a nephew 


of Judge Terry, was asked by tho re- 
jorter last evening whether he knew 
mything of the Fitzgerald episode, and 
he made tho following statement: 


"Shortly ftltor the death of Judge 


Terry I was in the Falaco hotel with 
Tudge Fitzgerald, now one of tbe com- 
missioners of the supreme court of this 
state. There were several other gentle- 
men in the party and we were drinking 
wine and conversing on different topics. 
Wben tho conversation turned upon the 
TAgedy at Lathrop Jndgo Fitzgerald said 
;h«the had been offered a good fee to 


Sarah Althea and he had declined it. 
When asked for his reason for declining, 
Judge Fitzgerald said that he had a eras- 
aiclon that he bnd not been offered tbe 
aroo fee for his legal services alone, 
aud ho therefore refused to accept it." 


Tho foregoing amounts practically to a 


corroboration of Mr. Wagstaff 'B utato-, 
ment.

ORANGE TUBES. 


A Great Demand for Them In Fresno 


County. 


At the present time orange trees of the 


navel variety constitute nearly ono half 
the bulk of the stock exposed for sale In 
the narserieB of this city. 


They are hero because there is a great 


demand for them. Wagon loada of them 
are being carried away by ranchers who 
can afford to set apart a few acres for 
orange culture and to wait tuiee or four 
years for the golden returns. 


Many of the owners of 20-acre vine- 


yards and orchards ure buying them in 
dozen and half dozen lots for tho purpose 
of plantiug them around their houses, 
both an evergreen ornaments and as 
luxuries when they shall have come into 
bearing. Other agriculturists are plant- 
ing out a few of these trees for the pur- 
pose of deciding by experiment whether 
their piece of land is suited for the cul- 
ture of citrus fruits. They might save 
tho time lost in experimenting by plant- 
ing whole acres instead of single trees, 
because tho orange thrives and grows to 
perfection in the valleys and foothills of 
this county.

Mill Ditch Today. 


BACKED 
BY 
LEGAL 
ADVICE 


The Supreme Court of the United 


States Have Decided That No 


Injunction Can Lie. 


This morning the 48-hour 
notice 


given by Health Cflicer Maupin to the 
representatives of tbe Fresno Canal and 
Irrigation company to 
fill the mill 


ditch will expire and Dr. Maupin will 
proceed to have the work done immedi- 
ately at the expense of the caoul com- 
pany. It is not believed that the canal 
company will pay any heed to the notice. 


Robert Persia of the company said 


yesterday that he did uot know what the 
status of the mill ditch controversy was, 
and that he therefore could not say 
whether the notice of the health officer 
would be obeyed or not. The matter 
was iu the bands of hie attorneys, who 
would do what was proper in taking care 
of tbe company's interests. 


The health officer is acting under legal 


advice, and be hae been instructed that 
an injunction will not lie against a health 
officer engaged in abating a nuisance, 
this question having been already passed 
upon and settled in tho supreme court of 
the United States. 


A portion of this opinion was quoted in 


a decision rendered on July 11, 1890, by 
Judge Harris of the superior court of this 
county. The quotation is as follows: 


'•In an Illinois case a corporation in 


1SG7 wae chartered by tbo legislature for 
'the purpose of hauling to their works 
and manufacturing and converting dead 
animals into an agricultural fertilizer, 
etc., the works to be located within the 
bounds of a certain territory. 
The char- 


ter was for fifty years. 


"Tbo works were located within the 


designated territory at a place then 
swampy and nearly uninhabited, but at 
the time the case was tried, in 1878, 
forming a part of the village of Hyde 
Park. The action was brought by the 
corporation to restrain tho village of 
tlydo Park from enforcing an ordinance 
which the company claimed would im- 
pair their charter. Tho circuit court die- 
imB&ud the bill and the docreo TTBB 
affirmed by the supreme court of Illinois, 
whereupon the citse was carried by writ 
of error to the supreme court of the 
United States. 
" 'The tupreme court of«tbe United 


States, in discussing the question, say: 
'Every right from absolute ownership in 
property down to a mere assessment is 
purchased and holden subject to tho re- 
striction that it shall bo eo exorcised 
as not to injure others. Though at the 
time it bo remote and inoffensive, the 
purchaser is bound to know at bis peril 
that it may become otherwise by the 
residence of many people in its vicinity, 
and thac it must yield to by-laws and 
other regular remedies for the suppres- 
sion of nuisances.' 


"In each cases prescription, whatever 


tbe lenuth of time has no application. 
Every clay's continuance is a new ofloneo 
and it is no justification that tho party 
complaining oomo voluntarily within its 
reach. # * * * ! ( population whore 
there ~x&n uouo before, approaches n 
nuisance, It is tho duty of those liable at 
once to nut an end to It.'

ing of McKay.

The prosecution in tho case of the 


People against J. 11. Murphy, charged 
with the murder of William McKay, 
finished its testimony early yesterday 
morning and the defense took its inning. 
The defence is represented by R. 1*. 
Davidson, G. 0. Fremaii and M. Far- 
ey. 
Attorney Freman made the open- 


ug statement. 


Ho claimed iu the first place that the 


:illiug was accidental. Murphy does 
not admit it, neither does he deny it. 
It is not impossible thst he did it, but 
ie had no intention of so doing. 
Tho night of the killing Murphy and 


others went np to the mine to surprise 
,hoae who camo to relocate the claim. 
k>hn Krolm bad induced them to go and 
scare the other party by firing at them, 
but not Irving to hit. Iu accordance 
vith this arrangement, Murphy, Ed 
Tones and others went up, having in 
heir possession an old revolver and a 
Winchester rifle. Murphy had the re- 
volver and Jones tbe rifle. 


It was the intention after they arrived 


near the mine to wait for McKay's 
mrty, who were in tbe cabin about forty 
steps distant, to go down to the tunnel 
and then they were to fire into the air 
over thoir heads and scare them. Just 
}efore tbe men from the cabin started 
lown to the tunnel Murphy discovered 
hat iho piatol he had wns not loaded. 
Thereupon he borrowed the rifle from 
£d Jones, and took his Dtand near a cer- 
ain tree. 


They had tried to secure a cartridge of 


lynawite from Krohn'e store, but being 
unable to do so they decided that tbo 
;un wculd make a loud enough noise for 
heir purpose, and accordingly waited 
or tho men to go down toward Urn tun- 
nel. 


Just before 12 the men left tbo cabiu. 


and started to the tunnel. Murphy did 
not know that MuKay bad remained at 
lie cabin. As the party were about to 
icst tbe notice Murphy, aiming above 
heir heads, fired, lie fired twice, and 
heeawere the bullets Will Krohu heard 
triko the top of the tunnel. Alter the 
ecotiil shot an empty shell hung in the 
nagazlne, and while defendant was try- 
ng to get it out Jones came np and Bald, 
'IJon't break my gun ; give it to me." 
['hereupon Jones took the rifle and, Imv- 
ug extracted the shell, fired until every 
oad bad been discharged. 


Tbe interval between the time Murphy 


stopped firing nnd tbe time Will ICrohn 
saw McKay (all wcs about a minute and 
a half. McKay was standing in tbo 
torch of the cabin when shot. 


The evidence showed that nearly all 
he men were drunk. It is claimed that 
a qhot fired from tbe mouth of tho tunnel 
night have killed McKay, for a shot wns 
Ired from there during the excitement, 
and the course of. the bullet through the 
nan's body indicated that it hud come 
rom tbo direction of tbe mouth of the 
unnel, and not from tho tree whore 
ilurphy was standing. 


The doimiio claimed that some one 


iad been manufacturing evidence. There 
s a buMet hole through tho cabin, mid 
,hu prosecution claimed that thltj hole 
ff&B made by tbo eiuno bullet tbat killed 
McKay. 
Tho defense pronounce this 


lOBsible. Tha bullet struck McKay In 
,ho front, nnd took a downward course, 
comluK out at his back two Inches lower. 


If tho same bulltit had then gone 


hrongh tho building, it would ha^o con- 
inuod its downward courao. 
Bat, on 


.he contrary, tho ono that went through 
,lio walls took an upward course. By 
ightlng through the holes in tbe walls 
n the opposite direction from which tho 
inllet wont, it is seen that the ball came 
traightfrom tho tree whore Murpby 
was, nnd was not deflected from Its 
loureo. 
The defone ) therefore urged 


hat Borne one, a day or so alterwarda, 
ricd to manufacture evidence nnd went 
o tbe tree and fired a bullet through tbo 
hut. 


As for tbe claim of the prosecution 


hat Murphy's motive for killing McKay 
was that the latter'a testimony in tbe 
counterfeiting case against Murphy, then 
lending, wns against Murphy, tbo con- 
rary WHS tbe case, for McKay was a 
witness for Murphy. 


The defense did not put on many wit- 


ncBfles, rplying n good rfoul nprm 
tho 


:ro8B-exuuiinatiou of the witnesses for 
ho prosecution.
